Wishington, Oct, 20.—fGovernment
expenditures of $4,000,000,000 dar-
ing the next fiseal year were foreseen
by Secretary "Houston, of the Treasury
Department, today in an address before
the convention of the American Bank-
era' Association in which he covered a
wile range of financial and economie
problems of tha nation.

The gecretary outlined the tressury's
rogram. for handling the war debt,
iquidation of which, he said, must.go
on steadily in orgler that final redemp-
tion be accomplibed without dhturg-
nnco to pational life. He appealed for
“the strictest economy not only in our
expendifures, federal, state, county and
municipal, but also by thrift on the
part of our people,’’ ndding that the
progeam necessitated the maintenance
of taxation “after this fiseal year on a
level of fiot less™ than $4,000,000,000
annually,

Mr. Houston snid there were indica-
tiong of falling receipts becanse there
wans no meaus of predieting the course
of busginess or incomes and profits. The
receipts for the prosent fiscal year, he
reported, would be wmaterially lower
than the record of £5.500,000,000 last
vear, expressing the belief that the re-
ceipty would not greatly exdeed the re-
-Ilnirml $4,000,000,000 under the present
evy,
